fussy when teething, healthy babies 
should have no serious trouble cut- 
ting their teeth. 
Sickness at teeth- 


ing time most often comes from bad 
food, not from the teeth. 


A child may more easily get sick 


when the teeth are coming. 
The 


usual cause of sickness at this time 
Is a dirty bottle, a cold or milk that 
has not been kept cold and has be- 
come sour, or some other such rea- 


Teething begins at 
about six to 


eight months, and the 
first 
tooth 


may appear in a healthy baby any 
time after this. Occasionally a tooth 
is cut earlier. The 
lower middle 
teeth usually come first. 
Babies a 


year old usually have from six to 
eight teeth. 
Soothing 
syrups or 


paregoric will not help the baby to 
cut teeth and are dangerous to use. 
See that a baby or young child 


has the required amount ot sleep. A 
very young baby should sleep 18 to 
20 hours. 
At one year 14 hours; 


at two years. 12 hours. 
Day-time 


naps should be continued as long as 
possible. The sleeping room should 
be darkened and well ventilated, the 
windows open at the top and bottom. 
If the baby cries when he should be 
asleep, he is probably sick. Do not 
train the baby to be carried If he 
cries. Train him to go to sleep In 
the dark.

morals have polluted it, and it is a 
shame for tlioin to take advantage of 
their own wronq;, and if it is the ob- 
ject of these men to keep our poli- 
t'cs polluted by driving away those 
who would clean out the cesspool, it 
becomes the imperative duty of the 
friends of morality to combine their 
influence in the maintenance of pure 
political .action, and thus secure the 
practice 
of "righteousness," 
which 


etalts a nation. 
Immorality and ir- 


religion ns certainly dry up the re- 
sources of a nation and hasten Its 
downfall, as a worm at the root of 
a plnnt will cause it to fade, wither 
and die. 
Hence every onrieavor to 


suppress vice and to promote public 
virtue is patriotic. 


The exociitlon of the laws against 


vlcp and immorality Is patriotic; the 
support of churches, Salilmtti-achooU 
and day-schools Is patriotic, such U 
my conception of civil government.
